Washington, June UN. -ft has been 
definitely decided to begin enlistment for 
the volunteer service under the act of 
last congress. The reports to the adjut- 
ant-general based on the reports of the 
recruiting otlicers ami on dose estimates 
as to the number of soldiers in tlie Philip- 
pines and in each command in Cuba ami 
I'orto liico show that the regular army 
is tip lo its full authorized strength, As 
additional soldiers arc needed they musl 
he obtained under that section of the act 
of congress authorizing the enlistment of 
volunteers. The present indications are 
that about 1(1,01111 men will lie wanted. 

New Vurk, June 27 — An evening paper 
publishes the following from its Wash- 
ington correspondent : "The press censor- 
ship at .Manila is attracting a good deal 
of attention, not less nt Washington 
than in other parts of the United States. 
Crucial Otis is carrying things in respect 
to newspaper correspondence with a 
higher hand than any other officer has 
ventured to in recent years He does 
nut. content himself witli forbidding the 
transmission of certain news by cable 
from Manila, hut goes to the extreme 
length of saying what shall and shall 
not be mailed under envelope and seal, 
lie has warned the correspondents also 
I hat any one of them who tries to cir- 
cumvent his vigilance by sending objec- 
tionable matter over for transmission 
from Hongkong will be treated as if the 
offence was committed in Manila, and 
might as well pack his trunk for home.

Prior called attention to 
the fact thill he hail been grossly inis- 
represeineil in a despatch published in 
the Victoria Times, which had charged 
linn with hostility to the government's 
I 'Ian for a telegraph line to tlie Yukon. 
He ileclaretl that he had never resisted 
the government's scheme, but had merely 
contended that the Northern Commercial 
Telegraph Co. had been treated unfairly 
and thai, tin- government, niter granting 
the charter, should cither have given the 
company opportunity to build the line 
or else compensated it for killing its 
project. 

Since Col. Prior spoke there has ar- 
rived the Times of the 23rd, witli still 
further misrepresentation. The editor 
either deliberately misrepresents the 
well-known facts, or shows surprising 
ignorance. The company complaining is 
a CniuidiiiQ and British one. The chief 
Canadian directors are .Mr. Haley, Lib- 
eral M. 1*. for Hants, and Col. Domville. 
another Liberal M. P. lion. J. B. 
Roehc is the chief British director. The 
company is chartered to build ji line from 
Vancouver or Victoria, the reference to 
Seat lie being a gross perversion of the 
I ruth by the Times. 

Quarantine Precautions. 

Col. Prior called attention yesterday to 
tlie newspaper reports of the prevalence 
of the bubonic plague at Honolulu, and 
asked if the government will do any- 
thing to protect British Columbia.

Paris, June US.— The action for dam- 
ages brought by Madame Resal, as a re- 
sult nf the loss of her husband through 
the sinking of the French line steamer 
Lit Bourgogne, in collision with tin? Brit- 
ish steamer Cromartyshire July 4th, 
1898, oil' Sable island, N. S., has re- 
sulted in a verdict against tlie company 
for 100,000 frillies. The plaintiff at the 
same time was debarred from claiming 
any money lost witli M. Resal which 
may heren fter be recovered. The court 
found the company responsible for the 
nets of I he captain, who was declared to 
be at fault in not bringing his ship to 
n standstill after the collision, in losing 
time in launching the bouts and in not 
furnishing the passengers with life belts.

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THE DISALLOWANCE 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The correspondence rotating to certain 
act* of the Hriti.sh Columbia legislature, 
which have been disallowed by the Gov- 
ernor-General, is published. It makes 
a pamphlet of pages. There is not 
much in iL that can actually be called 
new, but as the incident is of peculiar 
interest, we give a summary. 

On March 14, 1898, Mr. Shimizu, 
Japanese Consul at Vancouver, ad- 
dressed a letter to Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
asking him to cause a bill introduced 
into the House of Commons by Mr. W. 
W. 15. Mclnnes, putting a poll tax of 
$500 on Japanese immigrants, to be with- 
drawn. Sir Wilfrid Laurier in reply 
said that Mr. Mclnnes was acting within 
his rights as a private member, but he 
hoped and believed that nothing would 
be done in Canada to interrupt friendly 
relations with Japan. 

On Aug ist 3rd of the same year, Mar 
quia Kato, Japanese minister in London, 
addressed a letter to the Marquis o 
Salisbury, bringing tinder his notice th 
anti-Japanese legislation of British Col- 
umbia, passed in 1898, and expressing 
the opinion that in the opinion of the 
Japanese government "such measures, if 
allowed to become law, cannot but in 
juriously affect the cordial and commer- 
cial relations which now happily exist 
between Japan and the Dominion • I 
Canada, and which have every prospeet 
of further development in the near 
future." In this letter M. Kato said 
that the Japanese in Canada were few 
in number, are law-abiding and have 
done nothing to necessitate legislation 
against their interests. This letter was 
sent to the Governor-General on August 
11, and on November 10 the Governor- 
Oenenil was advised by his ministers 
to transmit it to the Lieutenant-Governor 
of British Columbia. In the men n while 
the Japanese minister was informed 
that his representations were under con- 
sideration. 

On December 17 the Privy Council for 
Canada reviewed all tile British Colum- 
bia legislation of 180S, and all the ai ts 
were left to their operation with the ex- 
ception of one bringing into force the 
Revised Statutes, one respecting the 
('. P. N. Company and those containing 
the anti-Japanese clauses. The objection 
tu the tirst mentioned act is that the Re- 
vised Statutes profess to deal with the 
composition uf juries in criminal ensus, 
■uul to the second that it gives tile c >in- 
pauy mentioned the right to opera t" be 
tween points in Canada ami foreign 
points, both of which are matters out of 
the jurisdiction of the local legislature*. 
The recommendation was made that 
these acts bo left to their opera- 
tion provided the government would 
undertake to repeal the objection- 
able clauses. They wen- accord- 
ingly repealed. The report, of the 
Minister of Justice on the anti-Japaiuw 
clauses is in some detail. In it hi- refer* 
to the Natal net "To place eeitaiu re- 
strictions upon immigration," which was 
recommended to the attention of tin- par- 
liament of, Canada by Mr. Chamberlain 
as an efficient and unobjectionable way 
of dealiug with, the matter of Japanese 
immigration, if the illllux should be found 
at any time to be prejudicial to the inter- 
ests of Canada. The Minister of Justice 
suggested that till the correspondence 
should be sent to tSu British Columbia 
government, with the request that its 
views should be communicated to the 
Governor-General. This report with the 
correspondence referred to was received 
by tin? Lieutenant-Governor on Jan ia-y 
•1, Iti'M. 

In this butch of correspondence were 
four lifters from Mr. Shimizu, in which 
he took seven points, namely: That no 
satisfactory reason has becu or can he 
given for discriminative, legislation 
against the Japanese; that the legislation 
<-onipIuined of is iu violation of the 



treaty between (ireat Britain and Japan; 
that it is contrary to the principles of 
international law; that owing to the 
difference between Japanese and Chinese 
the arguments applicable to the one do 
not apply to the other; that the number 
of Japanese in British ColumbH is less 
than one-tenth that of the Chinese; that 
Japan regulates immigration and conse- 
quently the government of that country 
can anil will control tin- departure of 
people if their influx into any country 
ought to be restricted: and that the re- 
strictive legislation will be detrimental 
to the growing trade between Canada 
and Japan. 

On February Otli Mr. Shimizu dre 
the attention of the Governor-General 
to the paragraph in the speech at the 
opening of the legislature, promising 
legislation to prevent Japanese from 
working in coal mines, and also to th 
several private hills introduced 
taining an anti-Japnnesu clause. On 
February 28th Mr. Shimizu protested 
against the provision in the Liquor I 
cense act prohibiting Japanese from till- 
ing out license. On February 18th th 
Japanese Minister drew Mr. Chain!) 
Iain's attention to the legislation respe 
iug Japanese in eoal mines, which pr 
test was duly transmitted to the Gov 
nor-General. 

The provincial government was Hi 
beard from on February 13th, when 
report from Mr. Cotton was transmitted 
to the Governor-General. In this i 
port Mr. Cotton takes the following i 
sitions: That the Natal act could n 
be passed by llie provincial legislatur 
t hut the Natal net, if passed by parlii 
meat, would be ineffectual for the pur 
poses intended anil would be more repug 
mint to Japan than the legislation com 
plained of, that the restriction upon 
Japanese proposed by the local legisl 
ture is very much less extensive than 
that imposed in Natal, that, except 
connection witli work carried on uad 
legislative franchises anil in the co 
mines, Japanese are not interfered witl 
in this province, that all that is sought 
by the proposed legislation "is that Chi 
ncse or Japanese shall not be allowed to 
find employment on works, the construc- 
tion of which has been authorized 
made possible of accomplishment by th 
granting of certain privileges or frail 
chises by the legislature," that Brit is 
Columbia is peculiarly subject to the (lis 
advantages of Japanese immigration 
that if Japanese may be employed 
public works they would monopolize th 
employment offering, that Imperial 
terests demand that British Columbia 
shall be occupied by a thoroughly Brit 
ish population which cannot be if th 
standard of living is lowered and that 
there is reason to believe that Japani 
will entirely supplant white labour in 
many important industries. In view 
these considerations Mr. Cotton recom 
mended that the nnU-Jnpnnese clauses 
be not repealed. This report was 
cepted by the provincial government and 
on February Kith was forwarded to tin 
Governor-General. 

On March 2:!rd Mr. Chamberlain 
wrote to the Governor-General saying 
that. "Her Majesty's government inns 
regret to find the government and legis 
lature of British Columbia adopting i 
course that is justly regarded as offen 
sive by a friendly power." lie rei 
mends the passage of such a nieasur 
the Natal act. which will be of general 
application and in the name of the gov- 
ernment "strongly deprecates the pass 
ing of exceptional legislation affect in; 
Japanese already in the province." 

On April 1'lth. 1800, Mr. Chamberlain 
wrote to the Guvernor-Geneml aekuowl 
edging the decision reached by the Brit 
isli Columbia government. He said that 
Her Majesty's government felt una Lit 
to withdraw their objections to the lejjis 
lation, which he [jointed out was admit 
tedly only partial ami ineffective. "It 
is not the practical exclusion of Japan 
to which the government of the Miki 
objects," said Mr. Chambmerlain, •'hut 
their exclusion nomination, which .• 
citically stamps the whole nation as un 
desirable." He again urges the pas 
of a law similar to that adopted in Natal 
or one even more restrictive, and de 
dares that any legislation specifically di 
reeled at the subjects of a friendly powe 
is contrary to the guiding principles o 
British rule. He urges the government 
of British Columbia to reconsider i 
action. 

On June 2nd Sir Wilfrid Laurier id 
graphed Mr. Scnilin asking if he had a ny 
suggestions to make. Mr. Scmlin re- 
ferred him to Mr. Cotton's report. There- 
upon the Labour Regulation net and 
the Tramway Incorporation act wen 
disallowed, with an earnest recom men 

dution to the legislature t„ repeal tl b- 

jectlonable clauses in the many privati 
nets, which were not disallowed lest in- 
convenience should be caused thereby. 

This summary is so long that com- 
ments on the correspondence must bt 
served until another occasion. 



A GROSS OUTRAGK. 

On June 22 the Times printed an 
Ottawa despatch charging the Victoria 
representatives in the House of Com- 
mons with opposing an all-Canadian 
telegraph line to Dawson ami favoring a 
cable to Seattle. The despatch said: 
"The scheme or Prior, Barle and Tup- 
per meant a cable to Scuttle." And 
again: " We have Prior, Karle and 
Tupper sitting up all night and fighting 
by all kinds of obstructions and other- 
wise a grant of $25,000 to commence 
operations of building a telegraph line 
from British Columbia to the Yukon 
country." And again: "And this did 
not prevent Col. Prior, who was ably 
assisted by Mr. Barle and Sir iHibberl 
Tupper,- the latter of whom sat out the 
debate to play the ptirt of 'Copperhead * 
and do nil in his power along with his 
colleague tuul the man who wants to lead 
the Tories in British Goluinbitt, to defeat 



n measure, which is calculated to assist 
the province in every way." 

This might be a very serious charge 
against the gentlemen named, but us 
there is no truth in it whatever, it can 
only be fittingly characterized as a gross 
outrage by the Times upon them and 
upon its own readers, for surely a news- 
paper can be guilty of no greater base- 
ness than to impose upon the public 
with a false despatch. The facts are as 
follows: 

Col. Prior related the history of the 
negotiations between the several parties 
desirous of building telegraph lines into 
the Yukon anil the government, and com- 
menting upon it said that the Northern 
Commercial Company had been most un- 
fairly treated by the government Mr. 
Blair followed in defence of the course 
pursued. Sir Charles Tupper then spoke 
vigorously against, anything like a 
breach of faith with British capitalists. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier replied to the charge 
of bud faith ami stated the general policy 
of the government. Mr. Foster then 
raised a question as to the right of the 
government to use the public money for 
such a purpose without a vote of the 
house. The incident then ended. Col. 
Prior had made his very proper protest 
and no one mentioned a word about a 
cable to Seattle, or even opposed the 
construction of the line as a government 
work. Neither .Mr linrli ■ Sir I Hu- 
bert Tupper look any pari whatever in 
the discussion. 

Shortly after this the house we'll into 
committee of supply ami several item 
wire passed. When the item for tie 
Dawson telegraph line was reached, Mr 
Clarke Wallace asked lor some inform,-! 
tion alvout Mr. Charloson. who is ii 
charge of the work. Mr. Fielding, win 
had the item in charge, was not. disposed 
to give the informal ion, and an all-night 
session ensued. The Montreal Star 
publishes a detailed report of what oc- 
curred during the all-night session, but 
neither Col. Prior. Mr. Carle nor Sir 
Charles Tupper appears to have taken 
part in the discussion, which had no con- 

i t ion whatever with what Col. Prior 

had brought up during the previo'i 
afternoon. For the debate on the ques- 
tion of good faith. Col. Prior was un- 
questionably responsible. For the all- 
night squabble over the item in the esti- 
mates be bad nothing whatever to do. 
Neither Mr. Karle nor Sir llibbert Tup- 
per appears to have taken any 
part whatever in either discussion. As 
this matter so closely affects tin- reprc- 

utatives of Victoria, we have taken 
the trouble to examine all the reports of 
the affair and have no hesitation in 
pronouncing the despatch to the Times 
not only a gross outrage but a most mi- 

nrrantable falsehood. 

According to a despatch to the Times 
from Ottawa it will take twenty years 
to investigate Sir llibbert Tripper's 
barges against the government. We did 
not suppose things were as bad as that. 



We most cordially endorse the views of 
tin- Times as to the rights of the press 
at meetings of the city council. We do 
not know that there is any necessity to 
ay anything further on this point just 
now.

They have just supplied one of the free 
wards with a set of lockers, which will 
contribute greatly to tin' satisfaction of 
the patients; and they are always ready 
to perform graceful service. 

Such bus been tin work of the women 
of Victoria up to date, and the sense of 
the meeting was merely to organize use- 
fulness and effort ami to reach many 
w ho would gladly assist such a cause. 
The work bus hitherto been accomplished 
by a lew; now all are asked to associate 
themselves, so that greater benefit and 
better understanding may ensue. 

It is proposed to appoint committees 
for sewing and for visiting, ami monthly 
meetings will be held, where the work 
will be reported, the needs of the hospital 
laid before the meeting, and ways and 
means discussed. An advisory commit- 
tee will also be appointed to confer with 
the directors upon any matters interest- 
ing to women, and suggestive to the 
well-being of tin- hospital. 

Mrs. lloeke Robertson spoke tit some 
length and in a very interesting manner 
of the work done by the women in Win- 
nipeg, whore the entire internal equip- 
ment of the hospital is accomplished by 
the Aid Society.

, nurse In be ad. >iitcd by the meeting 

I hi "demands' 'of ' the hospital, he still 
liojH'd i hut the work in hand might meet 
with proportionate success. 

In ibis connection it may be explained 
that e.-.-n though the present effort seems 
it inparati vely inadequate, it is hoped 
that an extension of interest and an up- 
p, nuiiity for active service ami intelli- 
gent comprehension of the work and

Annual Business of Diocese of 
Vancouver island Receives 
Consideration. 



<9cvernment Urged to Safeguard 
Effectuelly Issue of Mar- 
riage Licenses, 



The annual meeting of tie Anglican 
synod of British Columbia orioned yester- 
day at the cntb«drul schoolroom, His 
Lordship lh<- Biahup presiding, -jind the 
first duy's wssiou. extending well into 
the night. One of the- most important 
items of business transacted wus the 
adoption of n resolution proposed by 
Rev. B. ti- Miller, to the effect that 
representations be mude to thu Lieuten- 
ant-Governor-in^Couucil urging increased 
strictness in the mutter of the issuing of 
marriage licenses. 

The action .tuken w:w based, upon the 
Btatemeut of the elorg} - (hat it is highly 
necessary to correct nu existing laxity in 
the issuing of licenses, then 1 being few if 
any precautions to assure thai even the 
civil law is complied with by applicants 
for authority to marry. These appli- 
cants an- not catechised by the issuers 
(if licenses, and Lie- only protection for 
church and slate law- appears to'have 
been had through Lin- clergy, who as a 
rule have insisted on certain questions 
liciliK answered to their satisfaction lie- 
fore consenting to perform the marriage 
ceremony. The fueling of the delegates 
to the synod, both lay and clerical, was 
that action such as contemplated in the 
resolution is decidedly necessary.

About two weeks ago she went 
to Seattle and says Ihe Cost -Intelligen- 
cer: 'At about the same time Sarantis 
was missed from the fruit stand iii Vic- 
toria. There is little doubt that he came 
to Seattle with Mrs. Uugenbucli. At this 
point there is a blank in the narrative 
which only Sarantis can till. Sullicient 
il is to say that between the (lute of her 
arrival in* Seattle and the dale of her 
death a criminal operation was perform- 
ed on .Mrs. Hagenbiicli and that from 
unskillful surgery at that time und prob- 
ably from her own misguided efforts to 
nss'ist herself afterwards. Mrs. IJagen 
bach died after hours of terrible suf- 
fer! ng. 

"Strangers were with her in her last 
moments, and to them she sealed her 
Iips regarding her identity, determined 
evidently that the secret of her shame 
and crime should die with her. If Su- 
raatis did come to Seattle with her he 
deserted Ijer in her extremity, and she 
did not, il appears, ever breathe his 
na me.

News of (.'ana. la's disallowance of the 
ami Japanese legislati i', British Co- 
lumbia was received across the water 
with considerable justifiable elation. As 
the Vokahlima Advertiser expressed il : 

"The Japanese nation will certainly 
appreciate the good will shown by Ihe 
British government toward this country, 
in taking steps to nullity tin- anti-Japan- 
ese law enacted by the local assembly 
of Hritisli Columbia. liven if ihe new 
Anglo-Japaaese treaty were in operation 
we would not be legally in a position lo 
protest ugainsl ilm unfair treatment of 
ihe Japanese in Uritish Columbia, lie- 
cause Canada is expressly outside the 
pale of the said treaty. There can be 
hull, I, however, t lui 1 Ilm British gov- 
ernment, in advising the I lominioii au- 
thorities tu disallow the nnti-Japanesc I 
law, acted in deference lo ilm represent a- j 
lions of our government." 

In considering ihe disallowance al con- 
siderable length, the Loudon and Co- 
lonial Express goes fully into Ihe ques- 
tion of restricted immigration. It says: 

"The question of excluding alien immi- 
grants is world wide, and seems to gen- 
erate an amount of heal disproportion- 
ate lo its practical importance every- 
where that it crops up. Japanese diplom- 
acy is excited at present, because Brit- 
ish Columbia is legislating adversely tu 
the employment of Japanese in public 
works in that province of the nonunion. 
The real dillicully of Ihe question is thai 
it touches national pride. The Japanese 
consul at Vancouver protests that 'the 
legislators nf the province of British Co- 
lumbia apparently look upon the Japan- 
ese in the same light as Chinese,' where- 
as, 'it is a well known fact thai the 
education and character, customs and 
manners of Japanese are entirely dif- 
ferent from those of Chinese, so that 
the principal argument of the legislators 
is contradicted by the fad.' 

"The fact is that Mr. Shimizil and the 
British Columbian legislators are look- 
ing at the matter in two .absolutely dif- 
ferent lights. The Japanese rebel ngninsl 
being classed as Orientals; their ambi- 
tion is tu be admitted as equals in every 
sense with Europeans, mid Ihey feel 
hurt at exclusive legislation which ranks 
them with Chinese. The British Colum- 
bians arc tod thinking of the moral of in- 
tellectual or social question, but of" the 
market price nf labour and of social ho- 
mogeneity. It is, in their view, 'in the 
interests nf our Empire that the prov- 
ince shall he occupied by a large ami 
thoroughly British population. rather 
than by one in which iilicns predomi- 
nate'; bill thill object 'cannot be secured 
if competition renders il impossible for 
Ihem to maintain a fair and reasonable 
standard "f living.' 

"There, in those two propositions, lies 
the whole case ill a nutshell. It is ililli- 
eult to withhold sympathy from the co- 
lonial view. The Japanese may be all 
that (heir authorities claim for them - 
law-abiding, and innocent of anything 
that might necessitate legislative action 
adverse In their interests. But British 
Columbia does mil desire an illlltix nf 
Japanese labourers any more than Japan 
desires an influx of Kuropetin land own- 
ers; and British Columbia i- on strong- 
er ground, for the migratory ratio of la- 
bourer- I., capitalists would he a- l.Oild
